“Many of the religiously unaffiliated 
do hold religious or spiritual beliefs,” the 
study stressed. 

“Belief in God or a higher power is 
shared by 7 percent of unaffiliated Chi- 
nese adults, 30 percent of unaffiliated 
French adults and 68 percent of unaffili- 
ated U.S. adults,” it said. 

Exact numbers for religious popula- 
tions are impossible to obtain, and esti- 
mates for the size of the larger faiths can 
vary by hundreds of millions. This study 
by the Washington-based Pew Forum 
appears to be one of the most extensive 
to date.

FBI agents were analyzing the video for 
more leads, including the identity of the cab 
company and the number of the taxi. 

Banks, 37, was described as black, 5 feet 8 
inches tall and weighing 160 pounds, while 
Conley, 38, is white, 6 feet and 185 pounds. 
Conley has a tattoo of the devil on his shoul- 
der and a sun tattoo on his back. 

Conley had been estranged from his fam- 
ily because of his criminal history said one of 
his brothers who asked that his name not be 
printed.

Just text the word “Chicago” to 311311 for an 
array of options to pop up, including a dozen 
top service requests. 

The ChiTEXT function existed previously 
but now is linked directly to the city’s 311 sys- 
tem for the first time. It’s the latest feature of 
the city’s Open3ii initiative. 

Residents can use their cellphones to text 
service requests, give the addresses and answer 
a series of questions about reported problems. 
They also can track the progress and opt-in for 
an email when the reported issue is resolved. 

Even Chicagoans who don’t have the latest 
iPhone or Android smartphones can use the 
texting feature on other cellphones. 

“It includes everyone. Smartphone usage 


is absolutely on the rise. There are a signifi- 
cant number of residents that have feature 
phones,” chief technology officer John Tolva 
said. 

Texting the information can make it easier 
for residents to report issues. Plus, it allows for 
a reduction in call volume to 311, which could 
make the system work more efficiently he 
said. Providing details via text— for example, 
if it’s a pothole or sinkhole— also can help the 
city deploy the right resources, he said. 

In addition, the city’s texting service pro- 
vides contact information for a government 
office, ward, alderman and police district 
based on the texter’s address. Residents can 
find where their car has been towed or relo- 
cated. They can subscribe to community, snow 
and traffic alerts.

Austin, the Near West Side and Woodlawn 
each recorded one homicide this week, a 
RedEye analysis of preliminary police data 
found. 

In Woodlawn, a 39-year-old man hit by 
a car Tuesday died of head and neck blunt 
force injuries. The Medical Examiner’s Office 
determined the case to be a homicide. 

In Austin, a 38-year-old man was fatally 
shot Monday in the 5800 block of West 
Superior Street, police said. One day earlier, 
a 28-year-old man was shot to death in the 
2400 block of West Flournoy Street on the 
Near West Side, according to officials. 

Austin, Chicago’s largest community 
area, has recorded 33 homicides so far this 
year, RedEye data shows. Thirty homicides 
were logged there last year. 

The Near West Side has recorded 14 
homicides so far this year, according to 
RedEye data. Nine homicides were logged 
there last year. 

Woodlawn has recorded 20 homicides 
so far this year, RedEye determined. Twelve 
homicides were logged there last year. Ten 
homicides have been recorded so far this 
month. Thirty-seven homicides were logged 
in December last year, RedEye data shows.

Biden takes the lead 
on gun control policies 


D NEWTOWN, Conn. The White House 
revealed the first steps of a gun-con- 
trol plan Wednesday as the country grieved 
for victims of the Sandy Hook Elementary 
School massacre in another wave of funerals. 
President Obama’s initiative addressed na- 
tional outrage over the shootings in Con- 
necticut, which have prompted longtime 
gun-rights supporters to reconsider their po- 
sitions and a major private equity firm to put 
its gunmaking business up for sale. 

The funerals scheduled for Wednesday 
included those of four children, a teacher 
and the principal of the school stormed by 
20 -year-old gunman Adam Lanza on Friday 
After killing his mother at home, Lanza drove 
to the school and used a semiautomatic as- 
sault rifle to kill 20 children and six women. 

Obama tapped Vice President Joe Biden to 
lead an effort to craft policies to reduce gun 
violence. The specific steps Biden recom- 


mends will be unveiled 
in Obama’s State of 
the Union address, 
which typically is de- 
livered at the end of 
January, but Obama 
indicated some priori- 
ties. 

“We’re going to 
need making access to mental health at least 
as easy as access to a gun,” Obama told report- 
ers. 

He said he hoped the powerful gun-industry 
lobby, the National Rifle Association, would 
reflect on the tragedy as it anticipates Biden’s 
recommendations. 

“The vast majority of responsible, law- 
abiding gun owners would be some of the first 
to say that we should be able to keep an ir- 
responsible, law-breaking few from buying a 
weapon of war,” Obama said.

THE RETURN OF OPULENCE 


In contrast to the post-recession 
flood of laid-back burger joints, 
2012 saw some seriously luxe 
restaurants take root. Del Frisco’s 
ubie Eagle Steakhouse, which 
opened this winter in a roomy, 
snazzy space (formerly the 
Esquire Theater), is anything 
but understated, with massive 
chandeliers, a multistory wine 
cellar and $89 32-ounce wagyu 
ribeyes. In River North, Tortoise 
Club channels a sumptuous old- 
school supper club, with leather 
chairs and pheasant-foie gras pot 
pie. In one of the most anticipated 
restaurant openings of the year, 
former Avenues chef Curtis Duffy 
is serving luxurious tasting menus 
to the tune of $185 per person at 
newly opened Grace. Also, a shout- 
out to two impeccable fine-dining restaurants that opened at the tail end of 2011 and 
were therefore shut out of last year’s wrap-ups: Goosefoot in Lincoln Square and 
Acadia in the South Loop. 



MOST NEIGHBORHOOD ACTION 

West Loop wins, hands down. Randolph Street has been called “Restaurant Row’’ for years, but this strip 
(and its surrounding blocks) became even more crowded this year with the additions of Nellcote, G.E.B., 
City Winery, Little Goat, La Sirena Clandestina, Publican Quality Meats, Embeya, RM Champagne Salon, Au 
Cheval, Vera and Grace. 


Honorable mention: Logan Square, for openings such as Fat Rice, Chicago Diner, Reno, Gaslight Coffee 
Roasters, Ground Control, Suite 25 and Katherine Anne Confections, to name just a few.

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A nod to eggnog 


Chicago chefs, mixologists 
put their own twists on 
the seasonal cocktail 

Chicago Tribune 

Frothy eggnog, made with milk, cream, eggs and 
alcohol, is known as a drink for the holidays. Chefs and 
mixologists who create cocktails are adding new chap- 
ters to the eggnog narrative by preparing ones inspired 
by their own perspectives. Here is a sampling. 

KalikiTiki 

$12 at Henri; 18 S. Michigan Ave., 312-578-0763 
Mixologist Clint Rogers flavors his whiskey-based egg- 
nog, the Kaliki Tiki, with apricot liqueur-made with the 
stone of the fruit, to add a sweet, nutty, earthy flavor-and 
the Italian amaro Fernet-Branca instead of traditional 
spices. He says that though the ingredients of Fernet- 
Branca are a secret, the company is the world’s largest 
consumer of saffron, and the spirit also has a heavy dose 
of mint and a subtle flavor of clove, cinnamon and anise. 
The drink, served with a straw, is garnished with two 
sprigs of mint and shaved cinnamon. “Every time you 
drink the cocktail, you’re getting the aroma of what’s in 
the drink,’’ Rogers says. 


Coconut eggnog 

$12 at Embeya: 564 W. Randolph St, 312-612-5640 
Beverage director Danielle Pizzutillo took her inspiration for 
an eggnog from a prominent ingredient in the kitchen: co- 
conut. She makes coconut milk by steeping shavings of co- 
conut overnight in water with allspice, cinnamon, nutmeg, 
star anise, vanilla and cinnamon. It replaces the traditional 
cream in the drink, which Pizzutillo makes with cognac. To 
complete the eggnog, she slowly warms the yolks of local, 
pasteurized eggs, enhanced with the same spices plus de- 
hydrated orange chips to highlight the caramel flavors of 
the alcohol, and then she strains the mixture. She tops the 
drink with a coconut milk foam. “It’s a holiday in a glass,’’ 
Pizzutillo says. 

Smoky eggnog 

$9 at Storefront Company; 1941 W. North Ave., 773-661-2609 
Chef Bryan Moscatello took inspiration from the ingredients 
of the Bobby Burns cocktail for his eggnog, but tinkered 
with the proportions. He uses 10-year-old Laphroaig Scotch 
whiskey for a smoky flavor, Carpano Antica vermouth for 
sweetness and Benedictine for its herbal qualities. “For a 
twist on the traditional grated nutmeg, I do a spritz of pi- 
mento dram on top, which has a clove-y profile and aroma,” 
Moscatello explains. He serves the eggnog with shortbread 
cookies. He says, “I want people to nibble on something 
crisp and textural to balance the rich, unctuous eggnog.”
